ILE is the best food for 

babies for the first year and 
i. should constitute the p.eater 
part of the food for tne second 
year, The baby should not have 
cereals and starchy 1oods until 
after it has cut some tceth, as it 
cannot digest starches until the 
salivary glands of the mouth 
commence to function. Now, 
don’t say, “I fed my baby starch- 
e3 and it got along all mptit.’ 

ES, I know, I have fed and 

raised healthy babies on al- 
riost any kind of food Indced, 
IT have them grow fat and hearty 
orn foods that I knew their 
stomachs could not digest, but 
they did. They were exceptions 
and we are talking about babies 
in general. “But,” you say, “my 
haby is a very sturdy one.” No 
ccubt it is but its chances of 
digesting cereals and starches 
and remaining well are very 
your. 

F COURSE, mother’s milk is 

the only entirely satisfactory 
food for the baby, but. sometimes 
jz cannot be had, or the mother’s 
Nealth will not permit, then we 
wust find some substiiute. The 
only satisfactory substitute is 
cew's milk in some form or 
other. Our aim is to so modify 
the cow’s milk that it will con- 
tain as near as possible the same 
constituents in the saiie propor- 
tion as mother’s mills. We must 
know how cow's milk differs 
from mother’s milk and acc ac- 
cordingly. 

IRST, cow's milk is slightly 

acid, mother’s milk alkaline. 
Vbus we usually add some alka- 
lire, as lime water, to the milk. 
The proportion of proteids in 
cow’s milk is 3 or 4 times as 
great as in mother’s milk, and 
it is also much harder for the 
baby to digest, since it forms 
hard curds when it comes In 
coutact with the acid contents 
of the stomach. Consequently 
the proteids must, at first, be re- 
duced to less than m human 
milk. The fat does not neces- 
sarily need much modification 
unless the bowels are too loose. 
* co * 
UGAR in the form of lactose 
or milk sugar must be added. 
The sugar is not added to sweet- 
eu, but to furnish a _ proper 
‘amount of carbohydrate for the 
beby’s nutrition. The adding of 
sufficient water to the other con- 
stituents makes a balanced ra- 
tion. All this is necessary afler 
yeu have obtained a pure, elean, 
healthy supply of cow’s milk. 1 
think you can undersiand that 
-the.modifying of cow's milk to 
feed the baby, requires more 
than just a bottle of milk, a cup 
of ‘water, a little lime water, a 
little sugar and a feeding bottle. 
Tt requires skill and knowledge 
end judgment. 
% * * 

O NOT ask your kindhearted 
D neighbor, who has raised 
three childien and knows all 
about babies, how to fix the 
bebies’ milk. Your physician 
bas raised hundreds of them and 
he does not know all about the 
subject yet. It takes time and 
patience and ingenuity and then 
the baby may not thrive on the 
ood as prepared. You will have 
+o study and find out what is 
not right and change it.

EMEMBER one mother’s milk 
will often not agree with 
the baby of another mother of 
the same age and weight. The 
manufacturers of baby foods 
have spent much time and mints 
oi money in the effort to perfect 
a@ baby food that will be satis- 
factory. Each assures us that 
his is a perfect food. It may be 
easy to convince us that it is 
perfect, but harder to convince 
the baby. All may be good for 
some baby, but not for all babies. 
It requires the aid of a wise ju- 
dicious physician to finally get 

a satisfactory baby food.

It takes character, courage 
and persistence to prevent obes- 
ity —even more to pull out of it 
onee you have taken on several 
extra pounds—but it is possible 
if you will make the effort, and 
surely it is worth your while to 
hold on to a youthful figure. 
One thing you must realize: you 
cannot expect to reduce over- 
night without injuring your body 
seriously. It is a slow process, 
but you will win if you keep at 
it faithfully. 

See your docter before you try 
to reduce. In a relatively small 
rumyer of cases, obesity, espe- 
ciaily after you ure forty, 13 
-yxused by some glandular over- 
activity Gs deficiency. In these 
cases, dictine or strenuous exer- 
cise is sczrecning dangerous. If 
your doctor finds that you aie 
ii sood health, you can plan a 
diet and exercise routine to re- 
duce your weight gradually. 

There are a number of don'ts 
where dieting iS concerned. 
Don't try any of the fad diets 
that tell you to begin your diet- 
ing with fasting, and don't at- 
tempt any of those that tell you 
to completely eliminate any one 
food from your menus—even 
potatoes. Do not try to reduce 
more than eight or ten pounds 
in a month. Reducing too rap- 
idly is a great strain on your 
body--end on your will power, 
end in addition the skin is left 
loose, flabby and dry by too rapid 
loss of weight. 

It is unwise to cut all sweets, 
breads and ccreals from your 
viet. Many women think that 
by doing this their scales will 
show speedier results. It is true 
that you will reduce faster,*but 
your body will suffer. Meats and 
proteins in the diet cannot be 
digested unless sugars and 
starches are present to burn and 
seutralize the resulting acids. 

Limit the amount of food you 
eat, but keep your meals well- 
balanced. You can reduce the 


quantity of food one-third or 
one-half and still keep your 
meals appetizing. Include at 


least one pint of milk, two Serv- 
ings of raw leafy vegetables, 
cooked vegetables, a small serv- 
ing of meat, fresh fruit and a 
small amount of bread and po- 
tatoes in each day’s menus. 

For breakfast you might have 
a glass of orange juice, a poach- 
ed or boiled egg, a thin slice of 
toast with a small amount of 
butter, coffee (without sugar) or 
sweetened with a small amount 
of honey) and a glass of milk. 
For luneh have a large plate of 
crisp salad greens with diced to- 
matoes, celery, cucumbers or 
shredded carrots, a thin slice of 
whole wheat bread or crackers, a 
plass of milk or a cup of tea 
and a piece of tresh fruit. For 
dinner have tomato juice or 
clear soup, a medium sized serv- 
ing of lean meat or fish, a small 
potato or roll, a cooked vegeta- 
ble, a salad (with salt and vine- 
gar), a beverage and another 
serving ot fruit, a cookie or gel- 
atin for dessert.

HOW TO FEED 
SCHOOL CHILD 


By JUDITH WILSON 
HAT to give the children is a 
problem that methers must 

face three times a day every 
Cay of the year. Every modern 
mother tries to apply in the 
most practical way possible all 
that science hus discovered 
about human nutrition. | The 
rules she needs to foilow, how- 
ever, are simple. The difficulty 
lies in securing variety—and 
now that school is again under 
way, in planning the menus so 
that the basket lunch does not 
interfere with a balanced diet. 

Every mother knows that chil- 
dren need a certain quantity ot 
milk daily end cooked vegeta- 
bles and fruits. They also need 
a good proportion of “energy” 
and building foods like butter, 
bread and potatoes. Arrange 
your meals so that the children 
get all of these foods and train 
them to like and eat the food 
placed before them. Try to over- 
come any food prejudices the 
children may have by serving 
them attractively and varying 
the recipe frequently. 

Planned Menus 

Plan the menus for each duy 
as a unit. A quart of milk daily 
for each child is the first rule. 
All of it need not be taken in 
liquid form. Some of it is served 
with cereals for breaklast, some 
in creamed vegetables, soups and 
desserts. He should, however, 
have a cup at cach meal and 
one after school if he feels hun- 
gry and it will not spoil his sup- 
per. 

Hot Lunches 

Most mothers like to give the 
child his heaviest meal at noon, 
but obviously this is impossible 
if the child must carry a lunch 
tu school. Sandwiches are the 
mainstay of such a lunch, and 
special care must ke‘ taken to 
see that there are sufficient hot 
foods and vegetables in his din- 
rer to balance a starchy, cold 


lunch. Hot soup or hot cocoa . 


carried to school in a thermos 
bottle will help make the lunch 
more appealing and balanced. 
Vegetabies Important 

Vegetables are essentials in the 
child’s diet. They furnish rough- 
age to keep his system in order, 
and the vitamins and minerals 
which provide for his growth 
and resistance to disease. Three 
ot these vitamins are found. in 
milk, but others, vitamin C es- 
pecially, is found only in toma- 
toes, oranges, and in_= small 
amounts in other fruits and veg- 
etables. Since this vitamin is 
destroyed by ordinary cooking 
methods, as many foods as pos- 
sible should be given to the child 
raw. One large potato a day will 
give the child sufficient iron and 
calories for energy. 

Fruit Necessary 

A variety of fruit is desirable 
but not necessary. Orange, to- 
mato or pineapple juice should 
be given for its vitamin C, usu-

All parents mean to do tne 
fair thing for their children.

But when a child makes a mis- 
take we somehow forget our in- 
tention to deal fairly with him 
We only can think that he needs 
correction, and we are inclined 
to jump to conclusions in judg- 
ing him. 

In the role of authority. there- 
fore, the parent is quick to 
blame, but unfortunatcty, he is 
not also quick to adm: his mis- 
take when justice miscarries. “I 
was a bit hasty yesterday, son, 
and I’m sorry.

Juliu Maniu, Ex-Premier 
Of Rumania... The Man 
Whe Had to Say No 


SEW politicians have had to 
say “no” as often during their 
careers and under such danger- 
ous conditions as Juliu Maniu of 
Rumania, It was his political 


fate to be cast in the role of 
watchdog, a bulwark against the 
forces which he considered. men- 
acing to the stability of Ru- 
mania. He seldom had an oppor- 
tunity for carrying out a con- 
structive political program. 

Maniu’s first appearance in 
the role in which he was to Star 
in later years, was as spokesman 
for the Rumanian minority in 
Transylvania, in the Hungarian 
parliament. where ho served for 
more than a decade prior to the 
World War. When his leadership 
had consolidated the minority 
und had begun to be recognizea, 
he got his first lesson in saying 
“no.” This was when the former 
monarchy offered sa series of 
ccimpromises and counter pro- 
posals to his demands for recog- 
raition of the racial and cultura! 
entily of Transylvania. 

Even when the Hungarians 
su¢gceceded in defeating him for 
re-election, he held to his ori- 
final nrogram. He refused, in 
the nume of Rumanians, to 
make a declaration of loyalty, 
aud was sent to the Italian 
front, where he served two years 
as lieutenant of artilley. He re- 
turncd in time to assume leader- 
ship again of the Transylvania 
piegram at the time of the 
break-up of the Austria-Hun- 
forian monarchy. It was largely 
due to his efforts that all 
schemes for federation with the 
hew Hungary were rejected and 
T.unsylvania severed all con- 


7T 
hestions with her former rulers. 


RERE began the second period 
in his career of fighting 
against heavy odds. The aged 
Ferdinand had allowed the reins 
of ¢overnment to be taken over 
by Tonel Bratianu, whose policy 
was directed to the favor of the 
large landowners. From 1918 to 
1528, Maniu carried almost a 
lone campaign against this svs- 
tem Public opinion finally cam. 
to his aid following the death cf 
Kung Ferdinand in 1927, and the 
recency which ruled for nearly 
three years thereafter in the 
name of the boy prince Michael. 
Meniu, as Premier, engineered 
the return of King Carol from 
his self-exile in July 1930, and 
his leappomtment as Premier 
uider King Carol was received 
with wide acclaim. But here 
again, Maniu’s political fates ap- 
parently had destined him to re- 
turn to frustration. In addition 
to the difficult task involving the 
econoraical crisis which was be- 
sinning to pinch Rumania, he 
ciscovered that his former pupil 
and protege, Carol, has returned 
to his native land with distinct- 
ly altered views as to a ruler's 
prerogatives. Maniu resigned as 
leader of the National Peasant 
Party in 1930 and retired from 
Public life. He remained in com- 
parative obscurity until the fall 
of 1932. when a conflict between 
the leader of his party. Premier 
Aiexander Vajda- Voevod, and 
the Foreign Minister Titulescu, 
threatened to wreck the party. 
In order to save his party, 
Maniu returned as party leader 
and assumed the premiership 
once moie. Again it soon became 
apparent that Premier Maniu 
end his sovereign could not get 
atong together and ne retired 
early in January 1933. 


Despite this rift in political 
thought between Maniu and 
King Carol, Maniu remained 
personally fond of his King and 
continued his efforts to effect a 
reconciliation between the King 
and Queen Helena. Maniu was 
of the opinion that it was nec- 
essary to strengthen the position 
of the country, at home as well 
as abroad. It was he who brought 
Helena to Bucharest in the fall 
of 1932 to effect a financial set- 
tlement and to attempt again a 
reconciliation between the two. 
But he turned against her fol- 
lcwing her attacks in the British 
press against Carol, because he 
saw in such tactics only damage 
to Rumania. 

Maniu was the !eading de- 
fender of democratic institutions 
of his political generation in Ru- 
mania. His patience was virtual- 
ly inexhaustible, and he was 
willing’ to wait and work for 
years to achieve his elds through 
legal methods. It was nis defense 
of parliamentarism snd _ legal 
procedure which led to his break 
with Carol and his retirement to 
wait in the hope for a wider 
development which would justify 
his faith in parliamentary and 
legal methods. He was modest 
to an extreme. An instance of 
this was when the newspapers 
wished him to make some com- 
ment on the advent of his six- 
tieth birthday. He declared that 
Rumania had “other worries 
without honoring me.”
